Passing Glory 


IN THE BOOMING late 1920's. any 


railroad buff could get a big thrill any 
afternoon just by planting himself on 
the platform at Chicago's Englewood 
station, a secondary pickup stop for the 
New York Central on its Chicago-New 
York main line. Suddenly he would 
hear the train caller announce: "The 
20th Century Limited-to New York- 
first section!" 
First section? 
That- 


\vas right. There was more to come. 
The long all-Pullman train thundered 
in and out of Englewood. Then, at 
roughly five-minute intervals came a 
second section, a third, a fourth. All 
full-length trains. On the busiest days, 
the Century, glamor train of modern 
American, ran eastward to New York 
in as many as seven sections. 


' 
QUITE ,A SIGHT to see. 
Seven 
1 trains barreling through, loaded to the 
' vestibules with prosperous Americans 
: bent on business and pleasure, all seven 
; bearing the proud name of the conn- 
! try's most famous limited. 
To that 


" plush estate had the Century risen 


from its n.odcsl beginnings as a five- 
car train in 1902. And from that es- 
tate has it, now fallen, as train travel 
has declined 
through the postwar 


years, until at last, one day not long 
back, it was stripped of its elegance 
and became just another day coach 
and sleeper train. In its long life it 
has earned the railroad 200 million 
dollars. So haughty had it become as 
it clung to its glory in the later years 
that it made no passenger stops at such 
big cities as Cleveland. 


MAYBE ONE DAY the Century 


will be restored to its old eminence. 
But men who know the railroad busi- 
ness as it is today are i.ot counting on 
it. 
The 20lh Century Limited was 


frankly a luxuary train. Bui'as such it 
was a symbol of the throbbing business 
American railroads enjoyed for long 
years as a key factor in the growth and 
maintenance of the U. S. economy. 
"What has happened to this train is a 
dramatic exclamation point which high- 
lights the grim statistics of our totter- 
ing railway system. Further emphasis 
came from the Baltimore and Ohio's 
abandonment of all rail passenger ser- 
vice between New York and Washing- 
ton. How much more service will have 
to be abandoned or curtailed or down- 
graded before solid national effort is 
made to put the rails back on a sound 
footing where they can serve this coun- 
try in both peace and war?

This explosion of Chinese pop- 
ulation can only go in a northwesterly 
direction—the direction in which the 
Soviet Union lies. To the Russians this 
may not as yet 'represent a serious 
tnrc^t. but then again it may account 
for the recent reluctarcc on the part 
of the nun in the Kremlin to supply 
thn Peoples Republic of China with all 
the 
economic 
aid r e q u e s t e d . If 


Ac'.cnaucfs prediction has merit it can 
only mean that in the long run the 
Soviet Union must modify it's position 
and attitude and come closer to the 
West, an eventuality which could only

Ike And Congress At Odds Over State Aid 


WASHINGTON — <NEA) Rcla- 


(ions between the 48 states nnd 
the 
federal 
government 
have 


been put under new strains by 
congressional actions on high- 
way and unemployment aids. 


Breaking away from the estab- 


lished formula of 50 per cent fed- 
eral aid to the states for all high- 
way construction. Congress Mib- 
stitutcd 90 per cent federal aid 
for supplemental interstate road 
system construction, fiG's per 
cent aid on primary and secon- 
dary state road projects. 


After 
a 
considerable hassle 


among the White House staff. 
President Eisenhower approved 
this bill, but only because the 
new formula will be applicable 
to June 30. 19.'i9. He could be ex- 
pected to veto this formula if it 
comes up again. 


The Democratic majority in the 


Senate could—and probably would 
— give 
President 
Eisenhower 


a 
rough 
lime 
with its pro- 


posal to lot the federal govern- 
ment finance 16 weeks of addi- 
tional payments at up to $45 a 
\\eck for all unemployed work- 
ers, whether insured under sys- 
tems or not. This program would 
cost the federal government an 
estimated 1.5 billion dollars in 
outright grants to the states. 


THIS conflicts sharply with the 


House-passed Eisenhower propos- 
al lo extend unemployment com- 
pensation for an additional half 
of the period now authorized by 
each state's law. This federal 
aid would be in the form of a 
loan to be repaid later. 


For several years now. the Eis- 


enhower administration has been 
trying to persuade the states to 
increase their own unemployment 
insurance coverage, rates and 
periods of payment. 


Only a few states have acted. 


Prevailing sentiment is that state 
legislatures arc opposed to lib- 
eralizing their unemployment in- 
surance systems. This is in spite 
of the fact that in most states 
effects of (he recession would 
have been worse without unem- 
ployment insurance. 


This whole question of federal 


aid to the states is areucd from 
t«o completely different points of 
view. 


crnmenls. being more conserva- 
tive and under more reactionary 
local interests, do only the mini- 
mum of social welfare work on 
their own initiative. 


According to this view, the fed- 


eral government has to take the 
lead, show the way and prod tho 
states into these programs with 
incentives. Certain it 
is 
that 


whenever the federal government 
docs offer 
a grant-in-aid pro- 


gram, all the states rush in and 
make a grab for their share. 


The opposite view is that the 


federal government, by throw- 
ing money around in this way, 
weakens the initiative of the state 
governments and the will of their 
people. 


Over the past 25 years, the fed- 


eral government has given the 
states some 85 billion dollars in 
•grants in aid. 


The result of this, according lo 


some authorities, is that about 
.75 per cent of the states' auton- 
omy has now been handed over 
to the federal government.

Washington Scene 


WASHINGTON-Chief Justice Earl War- 


ren has asked Congress for $33,000 to "bird- 
proof" the Supreme Court. The C. J. wants 
this done electronically so he can shock his 
little feathered friends^ into deserting the 
splendid marble pile on" Capitol Hill Plaza 
and its nine black-robed familiars. 


The Legislative branch of Government, 


which is just as bird-bothered as the Judic- 
ial, intends to let the Chief Justice down 
gently, but it is determined to let him down 
nonetheless. It intends to let the birdproof- 
ing request get quietly lost, or, as one mem- 
ber of the House Subcommittee on Appro- 
priations so sporlily put it, "wind up in left 
field." 


THE CHIEF JUSTICE wants the Judic- 


ial edifice birdproofcd because the starlings, 
:rows, English sparrows, and even a couple 
3f owls, who make it their habitat, render 
difficult the deliberations of the Nine Old 
Men. 
But Congress is afraid that if the 


supreme Court birds are de-roosted elec- 
tronically they might lake refuge across the 
Plaza in the Congressional buildings. 


This 
foreboding 
of 
the Legislative 


.branch was implied at a session of the sub- 
committee devoted almost entirely lo bird- 
lore. The session didn't start out that way, 
nor was the ribaldry scheduled, but it built 
up into an unroarious crescendo. 


Justices Hugo L. Black and Harold H.' 


Burton appeared on behalf of the Judicial 
appropriation request, but the main bird- 
alay developed betw'ecn Rep. Prince H. 
Preston, of Georgia, and, Architect of tho 
Tapitol J. George Stewart. Rep. Preston 
precipitated it by asking the subcommittee 
chairman. Rep. John J. Rooney, of New 
York, if he might ask a question. 


Rep. Rooney replied, with preternatural 


solemnity, that he would welcome it be- 
cause he recognized Rep. Preston as "the 
great bird expert from Georgia." 


Outdcadpanning the chairman, Preston 


said that the birds seem to have an affinity 
for the Supreme Court building and ques- 
tioned whether it would be fair to shoo them 
from their favored habitat to the Congres- 
?ional structures. He suggested, in a som- 
ber, psychoanlytic way. that the birds might 
develop a feeling of insecurity. 


REP. PRESTON asked Architect Slew- 


art if he held any theory as to why the birds 
prefer the Supreme Court building to the 
Capitol, 


.Innocently and seriously. Mr Stewart 


replied that he thought the warmth of the 
Judicial shrine induced the birds lo use it 
for shelter. 


This was just playing into '(he playful 


Preston's hands. He demanded lo know if 
the Architect of the Capitol meant to imply 
(hat more heat is generated in the Supremo 
Court these days than in the Capitol. 


The Architect replied miserably that 


he meant to imply no such thing, and looked 
ike a man who privalely wished he had 
taken up some other line of work. 


There was morc-considcrably more— 


.Congressional jabbing, needling, and ribal- 
dry, but the upshot was thai the legislators 
tacitly agreed among themselves that if 
the Supreme Court justices want the birds 
scared away ihey could do it by coin* out 
and flapping their robes at >m.
